A COUNCILLOR’S 
RESIGNATION. 


Tue letter from Mr. H. D. 
Hutchison which we publisb this 
morning throws a little more light 
on the circumstances of his resigna- 
tion of his seat on the Municipal 
Council. If we read his communi- 
cation aright, the main point at 
issue between him and his former 
colleagues is the condact in detail 
of Municipal affairs. At the time 
of the trouble among a section of 
the Sikh police that led to proceed- 
ings in Court it was decided to 
have an investigation of the causes 
of disaffection in the Police Force, 
and we learn from Mr. Hutchison’s 
letter that “a rough draft of a 
proposed reference to the officer 
who would be appointed to conduct 
the inquiry was circulated” among 
members of the Council. Mr. 
Hatchison appended to this draft 
“a considerable number of ques- 
tions,” which, we are led to infer, 
reproduced ‘various allegations 
and reports,” which being the 
subject of general comment, 
he felt, ought to be disposed 
of in the official inquiry. Ap- 
parently the pro terms of 
reference never came before the 
Council in full meeting and the 
subject would not seem to have bein 
discussed again until December 19, 
when the Indian Officer appointed 
to conduct the investigation into 
the Sikh question met the Watch 
Committee. Mr. Hutchison’s an- 
notations to the draft terms of 
reference appear to have been read 
to this Committee meeting, at which 
he was not present, and in the form 
presented, we have to conclude, 
they were taken to be his own de- 
finite strictures. As such they were 
presumably challenged in tbe pro- 
per quarter. It is to the Minutes 
of this Committee mecting read 
‘and confirmed, as the “ Municipal 
Gazette” informs us, at the Council 
meeting on December 21, that Mr. 
Hutchison has taken exception. He 
regards the wording of the Minutes 
us tantamount to censure on action 
taken by him in his capacity as 
a Councillor and has accordingly 
resigned his seat. The Council 
now states that ic its view the 
Minutes indicate no censure, while 
none was suggested by the Watch 
Committee. It is at least a satis- 














factory assurance that no censare 
was intended, and general rogret 
will bo felt that Minutes should 


be so drafted and by the! 
Council 2s to lead anyone to read 
into them a possible censure. 

We confess to considerable diffid- 
ence in commenting upon the 
internal organization of a body 
which necessarily reveals so little 
of its inner working as the Muni 
cipal Council. But the resignation 
of a Conncillor on a question of 
principle is too important a matter 
in its ing on the conduct of 
Municipal affairs to pass unnoticed. 
To the public it will seem strange 
that, ‘when the draft terms of 
reference for the Sikh inquiry had’ 
been annotated to the extent of “a 
considerable number of questions,” 
embodying “ various allegations and 
reports,” they should never have been 
submitted to the Council as a whole. 
‘The separate Committees, it would 
be imagined, exist for the facilita- 
tion of work and not to perform 








the functions of the Council in fall 
meeting assembled. If certain 
draft terms of reference for a police 
inquiry are considered inadequate 
by one or more Councillors, it would 
seem a normal .course to pursue to 
give the whole Council an opport- 
unity of evolving terms of reference 
that would meet with its unanimous 
approval. 
that the Council did not intend to 
endorse pungently worded Minutes 
censuring or even criticizing one 
of its members in a matter in 
which he bad not been given an 
opportunity to explain his position. 
Nor presumably did it solemnly 

record its wish on a recent occasion 
that a solecism in diplomatic cor- 
respondence should be perpetrated, 
which could only have the effect of 
earning for Shanghai a reputation 
for churlishness or _ puerility. 
Small points such as these esca| 

the notice of busy men, and the 
community has no wish to see them 
saddled with mistakes for which they 
bear only technical responsibility. 

In the present instance th 

terpretation placed upon the Minutes 
in question by Mr. H. D, Hutchison 
is disputed by the Council, and 
unless they are published in fall, 
it will be impossible to decide on 
which side right inclines in regard 
to this specific point. The prin- 
ciple, however, remains, and we 
recently had occasion to charac- 
terize it, for want of a better 
phrase, as government by water- 
tight compartments. It is difficult 
to find justification for such a 
system, unless, indeed, it worked 
successfully. On the contrary, how- 
ever, it appears to be consistently 
unfortanate. It is a mistake to 
suppose that the community

is otherwise than instinctively on 
the side of constituted authority. 
Where criticism has , it bas 
been almost. always a matter of 
departmental detail, and if such 
detail comes to have # peculiarly 
wide scope, the fault does not 
lie with ‘the community. It 
realizes the difficulties of the 
Council’s position and thoroughly 
appreciates the public spirit that 
prompts Councillors to give their 
time and their services to the com- 
monwoslth. Moreover, it is satis- 
fied that, when things ate left to 
its nine’ representatives, there is 
every chance of sbeir being very 
well managed," Wateriight'com- 
partments, however, imply that the 
intellect of nine men is not being 
used, though they stand to share 
responsibility for errors of jadge- 
ment arising from precipitate 








action. Mr. Hutchison’s resigna- 
at 


tion comes an inopportune 
moment, ii eport be true that 
difficulty is likely to be experienced 
in filling vacancies on the Council 
next year. The community can ill 
spare men who are not only 
thoroughly keen upon Council 
work, but. also devote themselves 
conscientiously to the study of 
public affairs in general. It should 
not be difficult, however, to ro- 
medy a state of things that cannot 
satisfactory to any party. In 
most communities the government 
is conducted on regular stereotyped 
lines, set forth in standing orders. 
Ifthe Manicipal Standing Orders 
do not provide for the unchallenge- 
able paramountey of the Council in 
fall meeting assembled, a clause 
to this effect might be inserted.

PEKING POLITICS. 
December 27. 

‘Wira the National Assembly in 
session and amid the flood of Edicts 
and memorials, the march of events 
in China appears to bulk large at 
the present juncture, and it is only: 
when a cold record of progress made 
comes to be written that it can be 





realized how little has actually been 
achieved, In this state of affairs, 
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however, there is no room for 
wonder. China has been for too 
many co:turies of an “ unaccom- 
plishing ” habit, and a radical 
change of temperament becomes 
necessary before things can be done, 
This change is, undoubtedly, in 
rapid progress. First, the Provin- 
cial Assemblies and then in a more 
marked degree the National Assem- 
bly have together wakened official 
Chiou out of the lethargy of ages, 
and if definite action is not to result 
with the existing rulers, their place 
may have to be taken by others 
more in harmony with the now 
spirit of the country. In the mean- 
time the hurly-barly of Chinese 
politics provides its series of kaleid- 
oscopic pictures for the daily on- 
looker. ‘On the principle that in 
the country of the blind the one- 
eyed man is king, the National 
Assembly is arrogating to itself 
supreme power. It stands for action 
against bungling inactivity. As 
yet it is far from knowing its own 
mind, or being able to tell whither 
each further expression of the wish 
of the moment is leading it, for 
exercised mainly by the conscious- 
ness of a deadweight of opposition, 
it strives only to make headway 
against this mass of inertia by any 
means whatever. China does not 
stand to profit by the immediate 
result. ‘The forces in the opposing 
camps are growing, and as a reconi 
incident in Tientsin shows, skir- 
mishes between the outposts are 
liable to take place at any time. 
For the present the crisis im- 
mediately threatening has been 
averted, but it must remain pro- 
blematical whether the new attitude 
‘of reasonableness on the part of 
the Assembly will last long. 
Meanwhile the practical progress 
made is Lanta Even in the 
spectacular suppression of opium 
there has been much cry and oa 
paratively little wool. "Toa recent 
telegram to “The Times” from 
Peking it is stated that “ careful 
calculations estimate the reduction 
of cultivation at twenty-five per 
cent,” and there is good reason to 
believe that in this brief sentence 
we have the first reliable record of 
what China has done in regard to 
the growth of the poppy. It is in 
itself a no mean achievement and 
would reflect credit upon the 
country, if the world had not been 
led by misguided and irresponsible 
enthusiasts into believing that the 
fexponsitie had been accomplished 
and that virtually opium was no 
ent grown in the greater part 
of China, As things ure to-day the 
negotiations between the Chinese 
Government and Great Britain are 
in abeyance. The former, being 
more or less in possession of the 
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facts of the situation, saw in the 
renewal of the former agreement a 
double virtue. Great Britain would 
have waived the publication of cold 
statistics, thereby saving China’s 
face, while the latter would have 
retained the incentive to persevere 
provided by the necessity of keeping 
pace with India. But the agitation 
of anti-opium societies, both Chinese 
and foreign, bas placed the Goy- 
ernment ina dilemma, and again 
the result is a useless deadlock. The 
same fate awaits the much-needed 
international loan, which would be 
of little practical avail to China, if 
there were to be no adequate 
guarantees regarding its proper 
expenditure. On the other band 
reorganization on paper proceeds 
apace, the most striking instance 
of late being the arrangements for 
naval and military reform, elabo- 
rated with the most painstaking 
detail on a scale that would befit a 
large standing army and a formid- 
able fleet in being. 

One reason for the minimum of 
accomplishment that characterizes 
Peking affairs is to be found in the 
lack of creative ability in the powers 
that be ; the other in the abundance 
of time devoted to side issues. The 
questions of the abolition of the 

neue and possible change in the 
Shinese costume exerciee the minds. 
of officials and laymen seomingly 
as much as, if not more than, 
financial reform. 
subject presents fe 
the matter of arriving at a decision, 
and it is perhaps symptomatic of the 
divided counsels that prevail that 
we have two more or less con- 
tradictory commands regarding it. 
Another side issue has presented 
itself in the question of exterritori- 
ality, which, always a favourite 
topic of discussion with Young 
China, is pressed upon pablic 
notice from time to time with 
greater insistence.

the Chinese press occasion to revert 
to the subject. It will be re- 
membered that among the foreign 
ors arrested in this gambling raid 
were two British subjects, who 
were handed over to the Consular 
authorities in Tientain “ for pu 
ment.” The Chinese authorities 
were informed of the date of the 
trial and were asked to send wit- 
nesses for the prosecation, but to 
each request they merely replied 
that “the Government trusted that 
the prisoners, who were gamblers, 
would be severely punished.” Even- 
tually as no evidence conld be given 
against them, the prisoners bad to 
be discharged, and the iacident bas 
provided at least one journal in 








Peking with what it considers to 
be a strong argument in favour of 
the abolition of exterritoriality. If 
the paper in question were better 
advised, it would realize that 
the attitude of the Chinese 
Government in this case, as in 
many others of frequent occur- 
rence, merely draws attention to 
the wide gulf that separates the 
Chinese mind from the sense of 
justice that must inspire a nation 
which seeks to exercise juris- 
diction over foreigners _with- 
in its borders. But valuable 
time is devoted in Government 
circles to the consideration of 
codes of law and judicial reforms 
that are expected to lead to the 
abolition of exterritoriality in the 
near future, while the Government 
that is promulgating them finds 
nothing incongruous in demand- 
ing the “severe punishment” of 
prisoners who are not to be informed 
‘of the charges laid against them. 
In regard to exterritoriality, as in 
the case of opium, China will work 
out her own salvation, but it i: 
unwise for foreigners to put false 
ideas into ber head through 
mistaken sentiment or imperfect 
information.

POLITICS AND 


PUBLICATIONS. 
December 28. 

Pustiseens’ circulars and literary 
journals from home deplore the 
effect which it was felt the General 
Election must exercise upon the 
market for new pablications. There 
are two regalar publishing seasons, 
although books are, of course, issued 
throughout the year, and the more 
important of these falls within the 
closing months of the year. This 
poriod was, perbaps, chosen because 

















it precedes and’ includes the 
holiday season par excellence, 
the time of all others when 


the spirit of present-giving is most 
ti and, moreover, when the 
ind is best attuned for excursions 








into the tranquil realm of literatare. 
That the fear that the irraption 
of political crisis would almost 
certainly react disastrously upon 
the literary market, can easily be 
understood. Especially might this 

rose 


be the case when the c1 
suddenly, and when the issues were 
so plain’ yet so involved, 80 im- 
portant yet so clouded with triviali- 
ties. Above the raucous tones of, 
Parliamentary aspirants, intent 
upon impressing by lung power and 
oratorical violence, if they could 
not hope successfully to appeal to 
reason, it seemed impossible for the 
gentler voice of literature to make 
itself heard. The people, it is 
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argued, in days of political stress 
turn rather to strident disputation, 
to picturesque personalities, to the 
clang and clamour of dialectical 
swords as they cross and clasb, than 
to the more enduring. but less 
compelling appeal of the printed 
word. For the time being their 
thoughts are engrossed in things 
which, though intrinsically of im- 
portance, are of less permanent 
worth than ordered thought, 
wrought into shape after long pre- 
paration in the calm atmosphere of 
the study. 

Encouragement is, however, to 
be found in the reflexion that the 
political campaign was short and 
sharp. For all time ars longa, vita 
brevis. Any work of real merit, 
though recognition may be delayed 
by transient political storms, will in 
the end come into its own. Further- 
more, there was, on this occasion, 
a—from some points of view re- 
grottably—large number of persons 
who refused to listen to the exhorta- 
tions of those who declared that 
great issues were at stake. An 
appreciable percentage of the 
population of the United Kingdom 
went its way regardless of the 
opinions of the hour, to borrow an 
expression froman Imperial quarter. 
‘The clement that was weary of the 
political cry of “ Wolf” followed 
its usual course and adopted as its 
motto the words of the Poet 
Laureate :— 

* Let lawyers and statesmen addle 

Thoir heads over pinta of Jaw,” 
Assuredly those of this philoso- 
phic temperameut would turn their 
steps toward the booksellers, and 
there, secure from the usual press 
and barry, select such fraits of the 
literary harvest as appeared to them 
most worthy. The existence of 
this class (and a stady of the 
electoral figures shows it to have 
been a large one) will, we believe, 
have prevented the fulfilment of the 

i anticipations of the 
» And, after all, the 
electoral campaign only lasted for 
a fow weeks, and it ended as far as 
most of the large centres of popula- 
tion were concerned, early in the 
month. From these considerations 
it may be assumed that, while it 
must necessarily have had some 
influence, the Election will not have 
exercised a permanently detrimental 
effect upon the publishing or book- 
selling season of 1910. 

One recently issued work, it has 
already been announced, has been 
able to do more than hold its 
own against the counter-attractions 
of electoral war. Mr. Rudyard 
Kipling’s “Rewardsand Fairies” has 
not only attained an almost unexam- 














pled circulation, but it bas caused 
an extraordinary demand to set in 
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for this anthor’s previously issued 
works. The reason is not far to 
seek. While politics may have a 
paramount importance for a time, 
ethics are a primary copsideration 
for all time. Mr. Kipling is not a 
preacher, but he is essentially a 
teacher. In this collection of stories 
—the term does not suffice, but 
there is no word in English pre- 
cisely applicable—he teaches the 
great lesson that duty done or at- 
tempted is in itself the reward. 
The burden in each is the same : 
‘* What else could I bave done ?” 
Each main character is shown to 
shrink from applause or approval 
and to clutch gladly the nettle of 
duty, simply unaware that there 
could possibly be an alternative 
that p imily could suggest 
and discretion cquld excuse. The 
great value to our public life of 
politics and politicians cannot be 
insaid, but it will be admitted 
fat mach greater is the value of 
publications such as that of Mr. 
Kipling’s, which teach a lesson of 
nobility, of self sacrifice, of un- 
questioning adberence to a high 
ideal, In the fact that works of 
this nature remain unaffected by 
the operation of causes that fill 
publishers with trepidation is to be 
found reason for hope that pes- 
simism in regard to the future of 
the race is not well-founded. While 
apparently the public is misled by 
shouting and tumal 
children will leave their studies to 
follow a band, delighting in the 
din and intoxicated by the noise, 
in reality it retains a fall appre- 
ciation of the things of real worth, 
and does not waste its time for long 
on what merely glitters, when real, 
gol is offered for its attention. 























THE NASIK 


CONSPIRACY. 
December 29. 

Tux Nasik Conspiracy trial -has 
ended, as no one acquainted with 
the circumstances could doubt that 
it would end, in the conviction of 
Savarkar. He has been condemned 
to transportation for life, while one 
of his principal accomplices received 
a sentence of fifteen years’ transpor- 
tation, and though details of the fate 
of the other prisoners have yet to 
be received, it is unlikely that many 
of them escape punishment for 
their misdeeds. The trial has been 
one of tbe longest on record in 
Indian annals. It began on Sep- 
tember 15 last, when Vinayak 
Savarkar and thirty-seven others 
were indicted before » special tri- 
bunal of the High Court at Bombay 
on general charges of conspiracy, 








offences against the Arms Act, and 
attempts to wage war against the 





King. More serious charges were 
laid against Savarkar and two of 
his associates, and after several 


adjournments had been granted and 
various technical issues had been 
raised and decided, the joint trial of 
all the accused proceeded without 
further interruption from Septem- 
ber 26. The judges were Sir Basil 
Scott, (Chie Justice), Sir N. 
Chandavarkar, and Mr. Justice 
Heaton,—the same three judges 
tried the seven Brahmans concern- 
ed in the murder of Mr. Jackson 
last March. It is to be hoped that’ 
with the conclusion of trial all 
the principals inthe conspiracy will 
have been brought to justice. 

‘The main details of the conspii 
which resulted in the murder of 
the chief executive officer of the 
Nasik district in the Bombay 
Presidency will bear recapitulation. 
As far back as 1905 the “Now 
Tos Society” was founded at 
Nasik, among its leading members 
from the outset being Vinayak 
Savarkar, and his brother Ganesh, 
who was recently transported on a. 
charge of wagin, ‘The Society 
displayed considerable activity in 
1906, and after aseries of inflamma- 
tory speeches Savarkar thought it: 
best to leave for England. He had 
already published several seditious 
books, and soon after his arrival in 
London he issued a translation in 
Marathi of a life of Mazzini, con- 
taining many passages which were 
direct incitements to war. With 
the assistance of a confederate 
Savarkar sent twenty Browning 
pistols out to India, eighteen of 
which have since been traced to 
the possession of certain of the pri- 
soners charged with conspiracy. 
Savarkar conducted an active unti- 
British campaign by other means 
from India House, one result of 
which was a brutal and needless 
crime. On December 81, 1909, 
Mr. Jackson, the Collector of 
Nasik, 2 scholarly and sympathetic 
official, who was generally liked 
and respected by all classes in bis 
district, was assassinated at Nasik as 
he was entering a native theatre. 
His murderer, a youth from 
Aurangabad, named Kanhere, was 
immediately arrested, and as subse- 
quent investigations revealed an 
extensive conspiracy, he and six 
others were tried and convicted at 
Bombay in March last, two being 
sentenced to death, while the re- 
mainder, with one exception, were 
sentenced to transportation for life. 
When this trial was concluded some 
fifty-four Hindus were in custody 
awaiting trial for conspiracy.

In the latter part of September about 
8 thousand Chinese and Korean le- 
bourers came into serious conflict, which 
continoed for three days. On this 
occasion scores of Ohinese constables 
defended the Chinese labourers with 
arms which resulted in severe! fatalities. 

‘Thus the Chinese constaBles instead 
of proving guardians of the pesoe often 
sow seeds of distarbances. C snseqnent- 
ly the Japanese Government-General 
‘was compelled to increase the number 
of Japanese guards st some stations 
which at once was misconstroed as 
implying that Japan has largely in- 
creased ber troops in the district, This 
illasory impression seems to have oo- 
easioned an undue sentiment of fear 
sand suspicion among the Chinese troops 
‘5 well as in Chinese official circles 
throngbout Mancburia. The general 
‘apprebension entertained by Japancee 
troops under these circumstances is that 
the Chinese might st sny moment com- 
mit desperate deeds of violence sgainst 
the Japanese or Russians. If the Viceroy, 
despite the fact that Germany and other 
Powers aro clamouring for the *open- 
door’ policy, should all

CENSORSHIP IN

Times,” who visited Korea after the 
annex ‘This translation was to be 
published in the official organ on the 
18th instant, bat the Ceatral Police 
prohibited publication of the article, and 
caused all the copies already printed to 
be destroyed. This incident, says the

FROM SININGFU TO HANKOW. 

The following are notes of an over- 
land journey recently undertaken from 
Siningin to Hankow, a dist 
‘miles, 
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many rebellions (population 2,000 
altitude 7,300 feet), is the most 
western prefectaral city ia the Province 
of Kansub, 130 lf from the boondary of 
the Ko-ko Nor, and is beantifally 
uated on the slope of the southern 
‘at the janction of four valleys. 
‘The rivers flowing down the north 
southern and western valleys all join in 
one, near the city, whence it is 
called the Sining | River, the old 
name being Huangho after the old 
name of the city Haangchong. 
Prefecture is very large, 
and composed of a very mixed popalation 
of Chinese, Mohammedans (Dungans, 
or rightly pronounced, Tarigan), Salars 
(Tarki-Mohamedans bailing” from 
in the beginning of the 
jasty), Tibetans, Mongolians, 
and Aboriginals commonly called Taren. 
Within its borders and 50 li from the 
city itself is the famous lamasery of 
Kambam, or Tah-ri-si, where there are 
supposed tobe 3,600 lamas in residence. 
It is the birthplace of the famous 
‘Tsong Ka-pa, the reformer of Buddbism, 
hosofollowers adopted the bright yellow 
colour for their garments instead of red. 
‘Thousands opon thonsands of pilgrims 
come from all parts of ral Asia as 
far east as Macharia and as far west 
as Ili, 
nine city itnelf is half full of 
ya ‘and temples. The Imperial 
Resident, whose rale extends thronghoot 
Ko-ko Nor and Tsaidam to the west, 
‘and as far south as Jyckando, bas his 
residence in this city. There is also 
Taotai, Brigadier-General, Prefect, 
District Magistrate and forty-sevan other 
military officials from a sergeant apwards 
tomajor. Besides there there are two 
officers in the barracks outside the city, 
‘one commander of the cavalry and the 
other commander of the foot regiment 
‘The chief exports are wool, hides, 
rhabarb, musk, wine, and oil. There are 
eight representatives of foreign wool 
hongs, The city is again gradually 
recovering from the terrible effects of the 
last rebellion of 1895: vad in the east

The Mercaotile and Shipping 
interests are seriously concerned over 
the situation, A magnificent work bes 
been done—or nearly done, To leave 
the new channel to take care of itself, 
and to take no adequate provision for 
the perpetual maintenance of the grand 
results obtained ; to neglect constant 
‘and careful observations and a continu: 
ance of subsidiary works contributory 
to the main result ;—to keep no trained 
staff of experts with adequate tools and 
equipment to repair or forestall injaries, 
—would be to incar grave risk of 
serious calamity.

‘would have been impossible for any man 
ander fifty in normal conditions to 
attain to such an eminent position. 

His Excellency travelled south by 
the Peking-Hankow Railway and visited 
Viceroy JJai Cheng of Hapeh. He aleo| 
remained at Nanking as the guest of 
Viceroy Chang Jen-chin for two days. 
He is a Chujen in literary degree. In 
his official career, he was « protegé of 
H. E. Teén Chuen-bsuen who covered 
the retreat of the late Empress Dowager 
and the late Emperor from Peking to 
Shensi, Upon the recommendation of 
HE. Tséo, he was rapidly promoted, 
and in ton years be has risen from the 
subordinate rank of » magistrate to the 
highest position that » Chinese official 
can possibly hope to reach. 

Mr. Tien, His Excellency’s private 
secretary, states that the Viceroy is 
staunch supporter ‘of the new régime, 
being himeelt « reformer, as was 
by the policy he followed in the 
province of Kosngsi, where be was 
first Provincial Treasurer snd later 
Governor.

CHINA’S 
PROVISIONAL 
PARLIAMENT.

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cannot turn round then and say “I 
did not mean bim to write quite 0 
mach.’ If he pot these documents 
in his way and made the statements 
knowing that Nielsen was going to take 
them up and write a spicy srticle on 
them which might or might not be 
libellous, you must find a verdict against 
him. 

It is contended that this is wrong ; 
and there are other isolated parts of the 
summing up objected to and, in some 
of which, no donbt, there are words 
which sre not anexceptionable ; bat the 
qnestion is whether the samming up as 
whole would be likely to bring the 
jary to find a verdict based on an 
erroneons view of the law. 

Another ground of appeal is that the 
vordiot was against the weignt of 
evidence. I shall deal with them 
together, and Iam entitled as the Judge 
who tried the case to state tbat, 
assuming thst they wero proj 
directed, there was not anythin 
verse or unreasonable in th 
the jary.

ASSISTANT JUDGE'S DECISION. 


The Assistant Jndge reed the fol- 
lowing Judgement :

Tn argument Counsel for the Appell- 
ant admitted that the words complained 
of were a libel, so main ques- 
tion on this appeal is this: was there 
material from which the Jary could 
properly draw the inference of fact that 
Roope when he banded the contracts 
‘and letter to Nielsen intended that 
‘Niolson should libel the plaintiff in the 
way he did libel him. 

I will first state the law, for that is 
the measure by which the Jury must 
jadge of the facts. “Every one who 
requests 6r procures another to write, 
print or pablish « libel is anewer- 
‘able as though he wrote, printed 
or published it himself. And sach re- 
quest need not be express. Thus it 
may be inferred from defendant's con- 
doct in making « statement to the 
reporter of a newspaper, with the 
knowledge that he will be sare to 
pablish it and withoat sny effort 

ia #0 doing.” Odgers’ Libel 
3rd edition p. 180. If one person 
wakes a statement to another in- 
tention that the latter shall mavufsc- 
tore ont of it » libel apon a third by 
intention I mean that he contemplates 


























1 the libel as © consequence of making 


the statement and desires that conse- 
quence—then he is 
maa who bas been libelled, provided the 
ibel as it appears ia approximately the 
libel he contemplated as « consequence of 
statement ; and whether the libel is| sab; 
or is not approximately the libel contem- 
plated » question of intention, and 
mast be foond as a fact by the Jury. The 
yeems to me an application to the 
facts of the present case of the general 
principle that « man is liable for the 
torte of his agent withia the scope of 
his autbority—cf, note on p. 247 of 
Pollock's Law of Torte 7th 
I think there is ample evidence trom 
wbich the Jury could find that Roope 
intended this libel in the above sense. 
Roope in bis evidence said: “I know 
‘The Godown,” “ it bas many violent 
articles.” He does not suggest any 
means other than “ The Godown ” y 
which be had thought that Nielson 
particularly coald briog pressure on 
MeDowell to pay ; yet it seems from 
bis evidence that bis object in handing 
the contracts to Ni — fs that Niel- 
sen should force yy In regard 
to BD therefore I think Pike verdict of 
the Jary ought not to be distarbed. 
In regard to (2)—that damages 
wore excessive—I think $8,000 very 
liberal damages, but certainly not so 
excessive that this Court onght to inter- 
fere looking to the rale laid down by 
Lord Esher M. R. in Pread v. Graham 
24G. B.D. at p. 55, by which this 
Conrt is bound ; “I think the rale of 
conduct is as nearly as possible the 
same as where the Court is asked to 
set aside a veraict on the ground that 
it is against the weight of evidence. 
If the Court having folly considered 
the whole of the circumstances of the 
ease come to the conclasion only, we 
think that the damages are larger than 
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to| this point direct and admiseible. 





we ourselves should have given bat not 
0 large as that twelve sensible men 
‘could not reasonably have given them, 
then the Court ought not to interfere 
with the verdict.” 

In regard to (3) the only piece of 
evidenoe objected to by Counsel at the 
trial seems to be the . plaintiffs 
statement: “Some days later in 
‘Manila I was told that my name was 
8 by-word in Shanghai.” This was 
objected to as bearsay. Whether it 
was bearsay depends on 

was intended to prove. If it was 
intended to prove the fact that Mo- 

name was a by-word in Shang- 
it is hearsay because it is not 
established on the osth of the person 
who knew, McDowell having left 
Shanghai before the ramour. If the 
fact sought to be proved was that there 
was such s romour io Manila, McDowell 
was in Manila and was able to testify 
of his own knowledge in regard to a 
ramour there. I gather that the fact 
sought to be proved was the latter ; and

may be much to be said against the 
weight of this evidence, as that it 
came from an interested party, that 
there was little to connect the ramoor 
with “The Godown"” and so on, bat 
that is beside the question, 

In regard to (4) .non-direction, 
Counsel I think ought to bave asked 
‘the learned Jadge at the trial to direct 
the Jury as to intention, if he. thought 
it necessary that the minds of the Jury 
should be farther enlightened on that 

subject, see remark of Halebury L. C. 
Nevill ». Fine Art sod General In- 
sarance Company (1807) A. C. p.76. 

In regard to (8)—mis-direetion —I 
think that perhape the learned Jadge 
did not bring out in sufficient relief 
‘the point thet defendant must be found 
to bave intended, tbat is contemplated 
‘and desired as consequence of his 
statement, that Nielson sbuuld publish 
‘s libel of the sort he did publish. 
Still I can find no sentence that is 
clearly « mis-direotion for the nooesity 
of Roope'e knowledge and intention is 
every where maintained. But even if 
‘8 techaical mis-direotion can be any- 
wbere picked ont, the real question 
is: could the samming-up as a whole 
bave confused or misled the Jury? I 
am clearly of the opinion that it could 
not, for unless the Jary thought that 
Roope intended a libel when be made 
the statement to Nielsen, they could 
‘not possibly on the whole of the learned 
Jadge’s samming-up have found for the 
plaintiff at all; and if the 
intended that any libel should eppear 
in “The Godown,” be might well be 
found by the Jary to have intended 
something rather worse than better than 
this libel, looking to “ The Godown’s ” 
reputation—to quote the defendant— 
“ite many violent articles.” Mis-direo- 
tion is not a reason for granting a new 
ial unless it has resulted in some sub- 
stantial wrong or mis-carriage of justice 
oO. nee think that in this case 
justice bas been done, and that thie:

‘Mr. Godfrey, who represented the
